Financial update 
suggests municipality 
will end year easily in 
the black 
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City accountants gave Halifax 
regional councillors a little 
Christmas cheer this week 
with news that the munici¬ 
pality is expected to end the 
fiscal year with a healthy sur¬ 
plus. 

Council received the 
second-quarter financial up¬ 
date Tuesday, which shows a 
projected surplus of $6 mil¬ 
lion. 

“Six million surplus at the 
end of second fiscal quarter is 
pretty good news,” said Coun. 
Bill Karsten, chair of the audit 
and finance standing commit¬ 
tee. 

Manager of financial re¬ 
porting Louis de Montbrun 


told council the savings came 
mostly from leaving hundreds 
of staff vacancies unfilled this 
year. 

“Positions become vacant, 
as they are vacant, people are 
projecting when the expendi¬ 
tures will actually occur,” he 
said, adding the vacancies re¬ 
sulted in about $1.4 million in 
additional overtime costs. 

“To the end of the year 
we’re projecting that there’ll 
be approximately $8.1 million 
in savings around staff.” 

Another $1 million in sav¬ 
ings will come from adminis¬ 
trative and debt costs. 


leaving $1.5 million to carry 
forward to 2014-15. 

Mayor Mike Savage said all 
signs point to a city with its 
financial house in order. 

“We’re paying our bills, 
we’re increasing our capital 
for operating, our debt is go¬ 
ing down, we held the line on 
taxes,” he said. “It’s not bad, 
folks.” 

Karsten said he’s im¬ 
pressed that services haven’t 
suffered in spite of the penny- 
pinching. 

“It’s not unusual, even in a 
household, to have a surplus if 
you don’t spend anything,” he

Transit is also expected to 
end the year with a surplus 
of $3.5 million.

3 developments 
on pause until 
further review 

Council has agreed to put 
three major developments 
in the Bedford area on 
hold until key studies on 
transit and transportation 
are completed. 

The Community 
Planning and Economic 
Development committee 
made the recommenda¬ 
tion to defer consulta¬ 
tions on the Paper Mill 
Lake, Bedford Waterfront 
and Birch Cove Water¬ 
front projects until the 
Regional Plan Review, the 
Five-Year Transit Review 
and Commuter Rail Study 
are complete. 

The recommendation 
was prompted by the 
Bedford-Halifax Mainland 
North Corridor Traffic 
Study Report, which sug¬ 
gests the local roadways 
will be able to handle 
“medium to high level 
density development.” 

Coun. Tim Outhit said 
the report’s findings are 
based on a shaky premise. 

“(The report) hinges 
on several projects that 
are out of our control 
being undertaken by the 
province,” he said, citing 
the Burnside Connector 
and Highway 113. 

Outhit said the city 
needs to consider how 
it will move the addi¬ 
tional residents along the 
Bedford Highway if the 
provincial projects don’t 
come to fruition, and pot¬ 
entially adjust the size of 
the large developments if 
the three studies suggest 
the options are limited. 

The motion calls for 
the three developments to 
be halted until the studies 
are completed or for two 
years, whichever comes

Revised regional plan 
passes council scrutiny 


What’s next. Draft 
version of document 
now off for review 
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Whatever else might be said 
about HRM’s Regional Plan five- 
year review, it can’t be said it 
wasn’t extensively debated. 

Halifax regional councillors 
wrapped up the second of two 
Committee of the Whole dis¬ 
cussions on the revised muni¬ 
cipality’s master plan for land 
use Tuesday with a six-hour- 
long discussion of proposed 
changes — and a few proposed 
changes of their own. 

Councillors worked through 


the outstanding amendments 
recommended by the Com¬ 
munity Design Advisoiy Com¬ 
mittee, covering such topics as 
transportation, integrated land 
use and development targets. 

The final recommendation 

— to expand an existing policy 
to develop a greenbelting plan 

— prompted opposition from 
Coun. David Hendsbee, who 
suggested it “hamstrings” rural 
property owners who want to 
develop their land. 

But senior planner Austin 
French said greenbelt compon¬ 
ents have both environmental 
and economic benefits. 

“It looks at how to preserve 
those lands that are environ¬ 
mentally sensitive to avoid 
costly mistakes that might be 
involved with excessive storm¬ 
water runoff,” he said as one 


example. 

Councillors also presented 
their own amendments to the 
plan. 

The most significant was 
Coun. Reg Rankin’s proposal to 
introduce language requiring a 
“citizen-led” consultation pro¬ 
cess, rather than the standard 
community engagement, on 
solid-waste issues. 

“That is what consultation 
is — it’s not being instructed 
by the community, it’s being 
invited,” he said. “That should 
not scare us.” 

The clause was approved 
after being amended to give 
council final approval of any 
recommendations arising from 
the consultation. 

Council also agreed to have 
city staff review the definitions 
of “urban” and “regional cen-

tre,” after Coun. Linda Mosher 
raised concerns about the 
regional plan’s growth targets. 

“The Atlantic Superstore 
on Joseph Howe Drive is con¬ 
sidered peninsula, urban cen¬ 
tre,” she said. “Directly across 
the street, two large residen¬ 
tial buildings we’re saying are 
suburban.” 

The plan will return to 
regional council for further 
deliberation before being pre¬ 
sented to the public.

Distinguished career. 

Broadcast journalist 
Bill Jessome dies at 88 


Bill Jessome, a well-known 
broadcaster who never strayed 
far from his Nova Scotia roots, 
has died. 

In a statement, his family 
says Jessome died Monday 
night in Halifax following a dis¬ 
tinguished career as a journalist 
and television host. 

Jessome was bom in Sydney 
on Jan. 11,1925 and grew up in 
the neighbourhood of Whitney 
Pier before serving overseas 
in the Italian Campaign of the 
Second World War. 

As a journalist, Jessome 
worked in Boston before taking 
on the role as evening anchor 
at CJCB television in Cape Bre¬ 
ton, which eventually became 
part of ATV and then CTV. 

Jessome, who was also an 
actor, hosted the Maritime Mys¬ 
teries series and for many years 
was the face of the annual Cape 
Breton broadcast of the CTV 
Christmas Daddies Telethon. 

He also had a passion for 
news documentaries that ex¬ 



plored the province’s roots 
and authored several books on 
supernatural Maritime histoiy. 

Jessome was honoured this 
year with a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award from RTDNA Can¬ 
ada, which described him as 
one of the best-known local TV 
news anchors in Cape Breton 
and a founding figure of Mari¬ 
time television.

Health. Province to invest 
in hospital improvements 


Hospitals in Halifax, Cape Bre¬ 
ton and the Annapolis Valley 
are getting some upgrades after 
the province announced a $2.9 
million investment in scanning 
and monitoring equipment.

European airline to

Getting between Halifax 
and Europe will be that 
much easier this summer 
with the announcement of 
a new weekly flight to Glas¬ 
gow and Paris starting in 
July. 

French airline Europe 
Airpost will offer a ser¬ 
ies of once-a-weelc flights 
between Halifax’s Stan¬ 


field International Airport, 
through Glasgow, to Paris’s 
Charles de Gaulle. 

“We really get two Euro¬ 
pean destinations in one,” 
said Tom Ruth, head of Hali¬ 
fax’s airport authority. “It’s 
going to be a great oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

“Halifax-Glasgow has 
never been flown in the 
past,” said Europe Air- 
post CEO Jean-Fran^ois 
Dominiak on Tuesday. “It’s 
the first time.” 

The nine-week trial per¬ 
iod is scheduled to last until 
Aug. 29, with flights arriv¬ 
ing into Halifax Thursday 
afternoon and departing 
the following morning. 

“We are focusing on a 


period of the year when 
there is tourism, when 
there is a reason to fly,” said 
Dominiak. 

Additional draws include 
the upcoming Common¬ 
wealth Games in Glasgow, 
France-Acadia tourism and 
the Nova Scotia-Scotland 
connection, he added. 

Europe Airpost intends 
to operate its 128-seat Boe¬ 
ing 737-700 aircraft on the 
trans-Atlantic route. 

The new service offers an 
opportunity for expanding 
Nova Scotia tourism over¬ 
seas. 

“We know we’ve got 
a great product but if we 
can’t get people here then 
it’s all for naught,” said Pat 


Lyall, President and CEO of 
Destination Halifax. 

“It’s one thing to be suc¬ 
cessful in partnering with 
an air carrier,” said Lyall. 
“But that’s just the start of 
the challenge - and the op¬ 
portunity at the same time.” 

“If it’s successful we’ll 
come back,” said Airpost 
CEO Dominiak. “That’s for 
sure.”

Aghdamimehr helped to 
select the award recipients, 
who were celebrated on 
Tuesday at an event to mark

Lecker is the execu¬ 
tive director of Adsum for 
Women and Children, a 
non-profit organization in 
Halifax dedicated to helping 
women and youth threat¬ 
ened by homelessness. 

She described receiving 
the award as humbling. 


“For me it’s really an af¬ 
firmation that the work we 
do matters, that it makes 
a difference in people’s 
lives,” she added.

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Impasse between CBRM cops 
and senior officials continues 


Labour dispute. Police 
want more financial 
security from employer 
during suspensions 


There appears to be no move¬ 
ment in the positions of the 
union representing members 
of the Cape Breton Regional 
Police Service and senior po¬ 
lice officials in an ongoing 
labour impasse. 

The president of the union 
representing members of the 
Cape Breton Regional Police 
Service says her members 
deserve the same protection 
when facing criminal charges 
that is afforded to virtually all 
other police officers in Can¬ 
ada. 

The current practice sees 
the officer paid for only the 
first 60 days of a suspension, 
with an extension at the dis¬ 
cretion of the chief of police. 

Joan Jessome, president 
of the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employees 
Union, met this week with 
about 100 members of CUPE 
Local 1995. 


About 48 officers who serve 
on special units have told 
Chief Peter Mclsaac they will 
not participate as members 
of the emergency response 
team, the public safety unit, 
the training unit, and the dive 
team and marine unit. The de¬ 
cision came after Const. Ron 
Williams, 39, of High Street, 
Sydney, was convicted on 
charges of breach of trust and 
obstruction of justice. 

The officers continue their 
regular duties. 

Jessome said the officers 
have expressed concern that 
the impasse with manage¬ 
ment hasn’t been resolved 
and the situation has decimat¬ 
ed morale. 

“We felt that in the last 10 
days that there would have 
been some movement from 
the employer to treat the po¬ 
lice officers with the Cape 


Breton Regional Municipality 
the same as police officers are 
treated right across the coun¬ 
try,” she said. 

Mayor Cecil Clarke has 
ordered Mclsaac to request 
RCMP emergency assistance 
as a precaution. 

“I think they’re certainly 
misleading the public on that 
because to be able to negoti¬ 
ate the chief of police’s re¬ 
sponsibilities in a collective 
bargaining process is not com¬ 
mon and we have the legal 
coverage that’s in the contract 
but we have nothing to do 
with pay continuance, so that 
would be new language that 
we would have to introduce,” 
Jessome said. 

“Our concern is that the 
employer may be pushing it to 
that stage, knowing full well 
there’s no resolve.”

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From prisoner to peacemaker 


Nelson Mandela. In 

eulogy to late leader, 
Obama implores 
people to embrace 
universal message of 
peace and justice 


Amid cheers and song for 
the prisoner who became 
peacemaker, President Barack 
Obama energized tens of thou¬ 
sands of spectators and nearly 
100 visiting heads of state Tues¬ 
day with a plea for the world to 
emulate Nelson Mandela, “the 
last great liberator of the 20th 
centuiy.” 

Obama’s eulogy was the 
rhetorical highlight of a me¬ 
morial service in which South 
Africans celebrated Mandela’s 
life with singing and dancing, 
often during dignitaries’ 
speeches. 

Lashing rain lent a free¬ 
wheeling aspect to the memor¬ 
ial, with people taking shelter 
in the stadium’s wide hallways, 
where they sang anti-apartheid 
anthems from the 1970s and 
1980s. Foul weather kept many 
away, and the 95,000-capacity 
stadium was only two-thirds 
fuB. 

Obama implored people to 
embrace Mandela’s universal 
message of peace and justice, 
comparing the South African 
leader to Mahatma Gandhi, 
Martin Luther King Jr. and 
Abraham Lincoln. Mandela 
spent 27 years in prison under 
a racist regime, and promoted 
forgiveness when he was 
finally freed, the associated press

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Study: Dad’s diet 
can play a role in 
fetal development 



Ford stands by 
word he didn't 
want to say 


It’s well-known that what a 
mother eats before and during 
pregnancy can affect fetal de¬ 
velopment, but research now 
suggests that a father’s diet 
may also play a critical role in a 
newborn’s health. 

Women are advised to get 
sufficient amounts of vitamin 
B9, or folate to prevent miscar¬ 
riages or birth defects, but the 
way that a father’s diet can in¬ 
fluence the health and develop¬ 
ment of offspring has received 
little attention, said Sarah Kim- 
mins, a specialist in reproduct¬ 
ive biology at McGill University 
who led a study looking at the 
effects of paternal folate levels. 

“It can’t all be on the moth¬ 
er,” Kimmins said Tuesday 
from Montreal. “Our study and 
others are now showing that 
the father can be a route for the 
transmission of birth defects 
and can influence offspring 
health.

Toronto mayor doubles 
down on insinuation 
about Star reporter 


A defiant Mayor Rob Ford re¬ 
fused Tuesday to apologize or 
explain televised comments 
in which he sparked a threat 
of legal action by appearing 
to accuse a reporter of being a 
pedophile. 

Asked if he would say sony 
to Toronto Star reporter Daniel 
Dale or clarify the comments 
he made during a Vision TV 
interview with former media 
baron and convicted felon Con¬ 
rad Black, Ford was emphatic. 

“I stand by my words, what 
I said with Conrad Black,” Ford 
told a news conference, his 
voice rising. “I stand by every 
word I said.” 

Black had asked Ford in 
the interview broadcast Mon¬ 
day about media intrusion on 
his family’s privacy, and Ford 
singled out Dale for an incident

“Daniel Dale is in my back¬ 
yard taking pictures.

Dale said at no time did he 
ever take any photographs of 
the mayor’s family, house or 
property — and a police inves¬ 
tigation bore that out. 

The matter was in the hands 
of Star lawyers, Dale said, add¬ 
ing he had made no decision on 
whether to sue. 

Editor in chief Michael 
Cooke told radio station News- 


talk 1010 Tuesday that it would 
be Dale’s decision on whether 
to sue, but said the Star would 
back him financially. 

“I can’t think of a worse 
thing to say about a man — a 
man who has sex with chil¬ 
dren,” Cooke said. “I can’t think 
of a worse insult, a worse libel, 
a worse accusation.” 

Coun. Doug Ford, the may¬ 
or’s defender in chief, struck a 
lone voice of dissent, saying his 
brother never suggested Dale 
was a pedophile. 

Deputy Mayor Norm Kelly, 
who has assumed most of the 
mayor’s powers, denounced 
the mayor’s view. 

“It’s dead wrong,” Kelly said. 

“It’s almost beyond com¬ 
ment. It goes beyond the pale 
and I think there should be an 
apology for that.” 

Kelly also suggested it was 
time for journalists to give Ford 
a wider berth. 

“If the media didn’t follow 
the mayor as closely as it has, I 
think it would take the oxygen 
out of the room,” Kelly said.

But Sen. Roberto Conde, a 
former deputy foreign minister 
with the ruling Broad Front, 
said marijuana “is already es¬ 
tablished in Uruguay. It’s a 
drug that is already seen as veiy 
low risk and enormously easy 
to get.” Constanza Moreira, 
a fellow Broad Front senator, 
said, “This law will return us to 
the vanguard of Latin America.”

While the first Hobbit film 
turned in huge business at 


the box office, Peter Jackson 
faced some harsh criticism 
from fans and reviewers with 
his return to Middle-earth. 
And as much as he would 
have liked to course-correct, 
there wasn’t much wiggle 
room going into the second 
installment. 

“There wasn’t really any 
ability to respond too much 
because we had already shot 
eveiything pretty much, 
apart from the 10 weeks of 
pick-ups we did this year, 
which half of that was the 
third movie,” he says. 

“By the time we were done 


with pick-ups I was just get¬ 
ting in my groove.” 

Some things have changed 
this year, though. From Jack- 
son and the film company. 

There’s less chest-pump¬ 
ing about high frame rates 
— in fact Jackson and com¬ 
pany apparently aren’t eager 
to bring up 48 frames per 
second this time around, 
though it will be offered at 
select screenings. 

And the stoiy is bigger, 
with more interweaving plot 
threads. But with the latest 
installment, Jackson is well 
aware some viewers might 


find its cliffhanger ending a 
bit unsatisfying, with a full 
year to wait for the conclu¬ 
sion. 

“We did have a discussion 
about it. It was just a chance 
that was very rare where you 
do films back to back, three 
films back-to-back, to be able 
to end on a cliffhanger,” he 
says. 

“I remember when I was 
17, 19 years old, I remember 
the big Empire Strikes Back 
cliffhanger. It was, like, three 
years before the next one 
came out. We’re being pretty 
generous with one year.”

With 
seemingly limitless entertain¬ 
ment and dining options, the 
real party in Cancun happens 
here. 

As the bellman explained 
the extensive features of our 
deluxe room at Grand, it be¬ 
came apparent that this resort 
was built with newlyweds in 
mind. With an in-room jacuzzi 
— standard for all suites — and 
a furnished patio, our accom¬ 
modations were quite large for 
a single person. 

But it wasn’t long before we 
took advantage of the cavern¬ 
ous marble shower, swim-suit¬ 
ed up and set out for sunshine.

The Music Museum 


Classical music enthusiasts will enjoy the Mu¬ 
seum of Music — Museo della Musica — a collec¬ 
tion of instruments from the 17th to 19th centur¬ 
ies. The museum is in the Church of St. Maurizio, 
about a 15-minute walk from St. Mark’s Square, 
and celebrates Venice’s history as a centre of 
instrument making.

COVET CARDS 


With the holiday shopping season in full 
swing, the Retail Gift Card Association 
(RGCA) recently released the results of 
the Holiday Gift Card Trend Tracker Sur¬ 
vey, which examines how consumers plan 
to give and receive gift cards from retail 
locations this holiday season. The results, 
based on responses from nearly 3,000 
consumers, reveal ways that retailers can 
best capitalize on consumer’s continued 
satisfaction with the products. 

According to the survey, 74 per cent of 
respondents plan to give one or more gift 
cards this holiday season, and nearly 30 
per cent surveyed noted they planned on 
giving five or more gift cards. 

Overall, the number of gift cards 
consumers plan to purchase as gifts this 
year increased by 71 per cent, according to 
survey results. 

“There is no longer a question that 
retail gift cards are the most coveted gift 
to give and get during the holidays, but 
consumers are being more deliberate 
about which cards they purchase, with 73 
per cent spending less on holiday spend¬ 
ing than they did last year,” says Jennifer 
Tramontana, spokesperson for the Retail 
Gift Card Association. “This survey 
shows ways that retailers can compete for 
savvy consumer dollars by adding holiday 
promotions and offering online and mobile 
gift card options such as e-gift codes.” 

Additional insights from the survey 
include: 

• Gift cards drive store traffic — 78 per 
cent of consumers plan to spend their cards 
at the retailer’s brick and mortar location. 


• Restaurants and department stores will 
benefit most from gift card promotion this 
holiday — consumers are most likely to 
give cards from these types of retailers 
(57 per cent plan on giving a restaurant 
gift card this year), and they most want 

to receive cards from these businesses 
as well (60 per cent hope for a department 
store gift card). 

• Convenience and practicality drive the 
decision to give gift cards — 79 per cent 
of consumers give gift cards because they 
know the recipient can purchase what 
they want, and 70 per cent give them for 
convenience. 

• Consumers are embracing more 
online and mobile options — 56 
per cent planned to stay home and 
shop on Cyber Monday, and 83 
per cent like the option 
to send physical gift 
cards or e-codes. 

• Promotions drive 
gift cards sales 

— 17 per cent of 
consumers wait 
for a promotion 
before buying a 
gift card, and 23 
per cent almost 
always look for 
promotions at 
competing retailers 
before deciding 
where to buy a 
gift card.

Sochi Olympics 


Russia plans to

Bach said he didn’t 
have any details on where 
the protest zones would 
be located or how they 
would be managed during 
the games, which run 
from Feb. 7-23.

Former winners. Let’s 
go back in time and see 
the good and the 
not-so-good victors 


The trouble with car-of-the- 
year awards is that they rec¬ 
ognize fetching lines, nifty 
engineering and value for 
money, but fail to take into 
account the one factor shop¬ 
pers say is paramount to their 
decision: reliability. 

As AJAC names its finalists 
for the 2014 Canadian car and 
utility vehicle of the year, we 
thought it would be instructive 
to look back at previous win¬ 
ners, in five-year increments, 
to see how they fared in the 
real world. Do our esteemed 
jurists end up picking the best 
vehicles for hard-working Can¬ 
adians? You be the judge. 

2010 : VW Golf GTI 

Volkswagen bookends our 
retrospective with two dispar¬ 
ate generations of the worldly, 
front-drive Golf. The sixth-gen 
Golf, introduced in 2010, was 
a masterful reworking of the 
Mlc5 car that landed here in 
2006. The body was finessed 
with an angle grinder to make 
it more aerodynamic, while 
the cabin furnishings were 
raised to near-Audi standards. 
The GTI inherited Golf’s 
three- and five-door hatch 
configurations, but with some 
tuned suspension bits and 
wicked alloy wheels shod with 
low-profile rubber. Owners of 
pre-2010 GTIs did report sev¬ 
eral minor problems, but VW 
must have ironed out the bugs; 
the newest generation appears 
problem free. 

2005: Ford Mustang 

To mark the 40th anniversaiy 
of Lee Iacocca’s groundbreak¬ 
ing Mustang, Ford put stylist 
J Mays on the job to cast the 


new coupe and convertible as 
“retro-future” iterations of the 
original. By adopting the rear- 
drive chassis of the Lincoln 
LS — but with a solid rear 
axle to keep costs down — the 
car gained a stiff platform to 
promote adept handling. 
Assembled at the Ford-Mazda 
plant in Michigan, the Mustang 
benefited from Japanese-qual- 
ity controls. Still, there were 
some unsettling problems 
revealed by owners, including 
faulty manual transmissions 


and rear differentials, fuel¬ 
ling issues, faulty emergency 
brakes, short-lived batter¬ 
ies, bad V8 throttle-position 
sensors and interior rattles. 

2000: Ford Focus 

With its avant-garde styling 
and premium materials, the 
Ford Focus aspired to be more 
than just an econobox. And 
it came in lots of flavours: 
a four-door sedan, five-door 
wagon, three-door hatchback 
and, later, a five-door hatch.

In 
October, a group of 80 
AJAC journalists test drove 
174 new vehicles during a 
week-long series of trials 
in Niagara Falls. AJAC’s 
annual Test Fest evaluates 
all new or redesigned 
vehicles in each of 12 
categories on the same 
day, over the same route, 
including a high-speed 
test circuit and/or a simu¬ 
lated off-road course or 
cottage road, depending 
on the type of vehicle. The 
journalists ranked a wide 
range of attributes, includ¬ 
ing design, space, quality, 
performance, safety, econ¬ 
omy and value. Transport 
Canada fuel consumption 
figures were also factored 
in, as was the vehicles' 
price. Those 12 finalists 
will now compete to be 
named AJAC’s Car of the 
Year or Utility Vehicle of 
the Year, which will be 
announced on Feb. 13. 


Focus got off to a rocky start 
in terms of reliability. Owners’ 
mailboxes filled up with recall 
notices, and the cars exhibited 
mechanical glitches such as 
fast-wearing brakes, wheel¬ 
bearing failures, broken trans¬ 
missions and ignition switches, 
faulty air conditioners, bad 
fuel pumps and numerous 
electrical problems.

vehicle in its portfolio, it 
will help Ford announce its 
intentions in new markets 
as it works to raise its global 
presence. 

Sales targets 

Back then, Mustang was a 
big-volume player, by any 
standard. In 1966, almost 
450,000 units were sold in 
North America. Now, with 
annual North American 
sales at about 85,000, it’s no 
longer a mainstream prod¬ 
uct. But Ford really wants 
Mustang to outsell Camaro, 
something it doesn’t do 
now in the U.S. Curiously, 
Mustang easily outsells 
Camaro in Canada. 

Styling 

Back then, Mustang styling 
was somewhat revolution¬ 
ary. Now it’s retro-inspired 
with modern design ele¬ 
ments. Ford hopes the new 
look will appeal to more 


younger buyers, and to 
those international buyers. 
But the styling vibe remains 
very much “All American.” 

Technology 

Back then, with a focus on 
younger, less-affluent buy¬ 
ers, Mustang was purposely 
devoid of lots of expensive 
technology (except for the 
obvious and many perform¬ 
ance editions). Even up to 
the latest model, Mustang 
was famous for retaining an 
old-world “solid rear axle” 
suspension. The 2015 model 
is the first with a fully in¬ 
dependent rear suspension. 
It’s also the first in decades 
to feature a four-cylinder 
engine option — the all- 
new 2.3-litre EcoBoost, 
good for 305 horses and 300 
“torques.” Those moves, 
and others, like more use 
of weight-saving aluminum 
and the new electronic 
launch control (a first for

Ford), are all about mak¬ 
ing a better Mustang, and a 
nod to convincing foreign 
buyers that Mustang is no 
longer just an American 
sports car lump, as in, only 
fast in a straight line, and 
too big to be agile. But you 
really have to like how Ford 
retained the “analogue” 
nature of the Mustang. The 
cabin features lots of ana¬ 
logue-looking instruments 
and actual mechanical 
switches that should make 


actual mechanical noises 
when you use them. 

Price 

Back then, Mustang was 
cheap and cheerful. Ford 
hasn’t released prices yet, 
but you just know it has too 
much technology, too much 
safety and performance, 
and too many modern ac¬ 
coutrements to ever be that 
cheap again. But what are 
you going to do? Go back to 
1964?

Back in 1955, Dodge intro¬ 
duced a new model called 
the La Femme. Aimed at 
women, it was painted in 
pastel colours, and included 
a matching raincoat and um¬ 
brella. 

It failed, proving that it 
takes more than just a few 
“feminine touches” to ap¬ 
peal to female buyers. But 
while automakers generally 
know what won’t work, it’s 
an ongoing challenge to de¬ 
termine what does. 

“I think women are mis¬ 
understood, and it’s because 
the industry assumes they’re 
disinterested in cars, and 
find them boring and one¬ 
dimensional,” says Rachel 
Nguyen, director of explora¬ 
tory and advanced product 
planning for Nissan’s head 
office in Los Angeles. “In¬ 
stead, they see it in their 
lives, and if they will enjoy

being in it. 

“When women walk into 
a dealership, they don’t say, 
‘Wow, look at that new grille, 
it’s so great compared to the 
last generation.’ They look 
at the whole thing, and it’s 
more than just the product.” 

A lot of people are in¬ 
volved in the process. Nguyen 
works with teams of design¬ 
ers, engineers and planners 
to identify major trends and 
customer needs, and also 
with consumers. 

While discussion groups 
are important, the com¬ 
pany also uses immersion 
research that can include 
going into people’s homes. 
“We’re looking for insights,” 
she says. “It’s not typical 
market research. Immers¬ 
ing in these women’s lives 
is where we gain our insight 
and tells us what we need to 


do.” 

This research has led 
Nissan to incorporate such 
things as lighting and 
materials to improve the 
vehicle cabin’s appearance, 
along with practicality. On 
three-row SUVs, the second- 
row seat slides forward in 
such a way that if it has a 
car seat on it, it’s still easy 


to get into the third row. 
“We said, let’s finally get it 
right where I don’t have to 
move my kid out of the car 
seat to get my other kid into 
the back seat,” Nguyen says. 
“We put our foot down, and 
put a push on engineering 
for that.” 

Women also want tech¬ 
nology as much as men do, 


but it needs to be intuitive 
and easy to use. The com¬ 
pany is continually work¬ 
ing on designs that take 
the enormous amount of 
information available, and 
present it in formats that 
are accessible, affordable, 
and also minimize distrac¬ 
tion. 

Nguyen actually studied 


the La Femme’s history, which 
led her to realize that while 
men and women can have dif¬ 
ferences in taste, a functional, 
well-designed vehicle works 
for everyone. “It’s the kiss 
of death to say that you’re 
designing for women,” she 
says. “If you meet their needs, 
you will capture the needs of 
everyone.”
